Having  been  asked  by  your  editor  to  tell 
you  something  of  the  origin  and  work:  of  the! 
"Children  of  James.”  I will  begin  byisaying 
that  we  wish  to  have  a "C.  of  J.”  society  or- 
ganized in  every  Bapfest  church  in  the  state^ 
of  Mississippi.  „ 

Upon  the  first  of  April,  1899,  fourteen  girls 
met,  at  the  request  of  our  pastor,  Dr.  qproles, 
to  be  o/ganized  into  a society,  chariUble  in 
every  brancji  of  its  work. 

We  select|d  as  a motto,  "Pure  religion  and 
undefiled  befoit  God  the  Father  is  thjis;  To 
visit  the  fatherless  and  Widows  in  theif  afflic- 
tion and-to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the 
world.” 

We  began  out  work  by  caring  lor  an  infant, 
whose  mother  and  father  died  in  oqr  City 
Hospital  in  January,  1899,  leaving  thje  child 
with  no  known  relatives.  The  dying  mother 
requested  that  her  child  be  reared  by  Baptists. 
The  doctor  in  charge  -informed  our  pfistor  of 
this  request,  and  after  a short  time  thje  girls 
who  now  compose  our  society,  kdopled  the 
child. 

We  did  so,  intending  to  care  for  it  in  the 
City  Hospital  until  it  could  be  sent  to  our 
Orphanage  in  Jackson,  and  there  to'continue 
its  supjiort.  But,  through  the  help  of  our 
pastor  and  Bro.  Foster,  we  found  a home  for 
the  little  one  in  a family  of  refinement  and 
culture,  piety  and  wealth,  who  adopted  her, 
and  made  her  a joint  heir  with  their  other 
^children. 

Since  April  ist,  1899,  we  have  seijt  $5.00 
per  month  to  our  Orphanage  where  Jve  now

Then  the  ^urtain  falls,  to  be  lifted 
for  only  one  brief  moment  fQrusto  behold  the 
unfolding  of  the  child  M<  ssiah’s  c >nscious- 
ness  of  his  mission  lpUhe  world.  The  com- 
mon desire  to  kuoW  more  of  the’  child  life  of 
Jesus  has  m*nifested|i itself  m the  mythical 
accounts  of  the  A|xj|r>phal  gospels.  The 
rediculous  pb-urdny  yf  these  grotesque  iu- 
venlions  are  so  out  orkeej  ing  with  the  calm, 
natural  statements  of  JJie  Gospels  as  to  bear 
I the  impress  of  fraud  on  their  face:  We  can 
learn  all  we  need  tqjcnow  of  Jesus,  at  this 
stage  of  life,  by  turning  on  this  little  incident, 
the  side  lights^  geography,  history.and  sub- 
sequent developments. 

T .'  EXPLANATORY. 

The -feast  of  the  faster'.  There  were  three  ■ 
great  feasts  among  the  Jews  in  the  time  of 
Christ  dating  from  the  days  of  Moses., -the 
feast  of  the  passover,  the  feast  of  pentecost 
and  the  feast  ofjabernjcles.  For  an  account 
of  the  passover,  see  Ex.  12.  -Among  the  an- 
nual visitois  to  this  feast  were  Joseph  and 
Maty.  Children  often  attended  the  feast  with 
their  parents  even  under  twelve  years  of  age. 
Ills  not  stated  that  this  was  the  first  visit  of 
.Jesusto  Jerusalem  to  this  feast,  but  that  is 
the  natural  inference.  About  thirteen  years 
of  age  a Jewish  child  became  "a  son  of  the 
law''  that  is,  he  hcame  morally.responsible. 

The,  boy  fesus  tarried  behind  in  ferusalem. 
Perhaps  he  became  serabsorbed  in  his  discus- 
sions iq  the  temple  that  he  unwittingly  al- 
lowed his  parents  to  get  away  from  him.  fhe 
incident  does  not  necessarily  imply  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  pareuts.  There  are  a num- 
ber of  conceivable  ways  by  which  the  separa- 
tion might  have  occurred.  Sometimes  in  the 
caravans  the  men  and  women  travel  in  sep- 
arate companies.  Then  it  was  perfectly  nat- 
ural for  Joseph  aud  Mary  each  to  suppose 
him  with  the  other,  or  with  the  children  of 
the  company,  or  with  some  of  the  kinsfolk. 

At  any  rate  after  the  expiration  of  their  time 
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; at  the  feast,  probably  after  the  first  two  days 
, when  attendance  was  no  longer  obligatory, 
they  started  homeward  to  find  at  the  end  of 
the  first, day's  journey  that  their  boy  was  lost. 
:Tbey  had  probably  gone  only  ten  or  twelve 
miles,  ^fter  looking  diligently  among  kins- 
folk and'  acquaintances  and  along  the  way 
back  to  the  city  they  finally  found  him,  on, » 
what  seems  to  have  been,  the  third  day  after 
thay  missed  him.  , 

Sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors.  Eder- 
sheim  thinks  that  this  Wa.*v;an  informal  gath- 
ering of  the  members  of  the  Sanhedrin,  who, 
in  ordinary  days,  sat  as  a t-ourt  of  appeftl,  but 
on  Sabbaths  and  feast  days  gave  instruction 
to  those  gathering  abouj  them  in  the  temple. 
He  does  not  think  th4re  was  a synagogue 
connected  with  the  temple,  as  some  holfl.  It 
was  a common  thing  to  see  boys  gathered  in 
the-midst  of  these  rabbis,  learning  and  aiskibg  ! 
questions.  Jesus  heard  them  with  under- 
standing, and  showed  so  much  discernment  in 
his  answers  that  they  were  amazed  at  him  A 
great  surprise  was  also  in  store  for  his  parents, 
in  hist  answer  to  their  half-reproachful  uties- 
tion.  r - ' n J

his  parents  pould  not  understand  him,  see  v. 

5».  we  need  not  be  surprised  if  we  cannot. 
There  seems  to  have  been  here  an  awakening 
to  consciousness  of  his  life's  mission  not  real- 
ized before.  Just  how  much  this  unfolding  of 
mind  involved  we  cannot  say.  His  perplexed 
parents  took  him  back  to  Nazareth,  where  he, 
as  a carpenter's  son,  worked  with  his  father 
teaming  the  trade,  and  at  the  same  time  sub- 
jecting himself  to  his  parents  as  a dutiful  son.

The 
growth  in  grace  meant  an  increase  in  favor" 
w ith  God  and  man  and  was  the  result  of  nor- 
mal development  along  other  lines.  Jesus 
was  very  popular  until  he  began  to  rebuke 
sin  and  expose  error.  The  growth  of  the 
child  Jesus  is  a model  for  all  other  children.

The  Women’s  Societies  in 
Indian  Territory  have  raised  many 
thousands  of  dollars  for  the  Lord’s 
cause  during  the  last  twenty  years. 
There  are  now  at  least  seventy- five 
Women’s  Societies  in  the  Indian 
Territory,  aud  several  among  the 
Blanket  Indian  women  in  Okla- 
homa earnestly  engaged  in  raising 
money  for  Christ’s  cause  at  home 
and  abroad.  They  make  quilts, 
knit  socks  and  stockings;  make 
aprons,  bonnets,  clothing  of  any 
kind  for  sale;  plant  acd  cultivate 
small  cotton  patches  and  sell  the 
cotton,  aud  in  various  other  ways 
raise  money  for  Jesus,  Many  of 
these  societies  are  composed  wholly 
of  Indian  women.  Those  among 
the  Blanket  Indians  are  among 
the  most  interesting  and  efficient. 
They  usually  meet  once  in  two 
weeks  or  once  a month.  Their 
meetings  are  often  very  spiritual. 
They  pray  for  their  children,  their 
husbands,  their  pa>tors  and 
churches,  neighbors,  and  friends, 
tl,e  missionaries  of  all  colors 
and  for  the  whites  in  the 
United  States.  The  establishment 
of  Woman's  Work  in  Indian  Ter 
rnory  is  not  a new  thing.  It  has 
been  a benediction  to  the  Indian 
women  for  kiany  years!^
